We have previously informed you that our Washington 
Field Office opened a preliminary inquiry into possible election 
law violations Involving Carl "Spitz” Channell, who apparently 
sponsored a breakfast fund raiser on behalf of Senator Charles 
Grassley in 1985. 

During a recent interview of a contributor at that 
function, the Washington Field Office learned that Channell may 
have subsequently reimbursed the contributor and his wife an 
amount equal to their earlier contribution. Furthermore, the 
contributor acknowledged that he worked for Channell as a paid 
consultant during the same period. 

This matter has now been converted to a full 
investigation pertaining to Channell, and it appears that certain 
documents, which we understand are now in your possession, may be 
of assistance in this investigation. If possible, we would 
appreciate your making available to us copies of all of 
Channell*s personal and corporate banking records. 

Your cooperation in this matter will be most 
appreciated.

LANE 
told CHANNELL that he was financially unable to contribute such 
an amount and CHANNELL responded that he would reimburse LANE and 
his wife for the contributions. CHANNELL made no _ statement that 
the LANE's contributions were part of a plan to disguise or 
conceal the true contributor to Senator GRASSLEY's campaign. At 
the time, LANE did not think the circumstances surrounding the 
contributions constituted a violation of any criminal law. He 
did consider the circumstances to be unusual. 


There were six persons present at the GRASSLEY fund 
raising breakfast. Present were: Senator GRASSLEY, LANE, THOMAS 
SYNHORST, CARL CHANNELL, DANIEL CONRAD, and RICHARD MILLER. 

MILLER and CONRAD were associates of CHANNELL. FRANCES GOMEZ and 
F. CLIFTON SMITH were associates of CHANNELL, however, they were 
not present at the breakfast. LANE did not assist in organizing 
the breakfast and he therefore does not ]piow the identities of 
contributors to Senator GRASSLEY's campaign.
